Directions for Planting and Cultivating Hybridized Potato Seed 


Plant in a hot-bed, window-box, or warm border, early in the spring—covering the seed 
one-fourth inch with fine soil and press firmly. Water sparingly when dry. As soon as 
plants are up, give them plenty of sunshine and air. Do not crowd them. When two or 
three inches higk and danger of frost is past, transplant in rich soil two feet apart—and 
one foot in the row. Keep free of bugs by careful picking, or cover plants with mosquito. 
netting. Allow no weeds, and cultivate thoroughly. When ripe, dig and store tubers 
carefully in a cellar until the next season, when plant same as mature potatoes. The 
tubers will grow from one-half inch to two inches or more in diameter the first season, and 
in two or three years will attain their full development.
